Blue Knights

DA NANG, South Viet Nam 
iAPi — A small group of Amer­ 
ican 
pilots called 
“ The 
Blue 
Knights" have flown more than 
750.000 miles in hope of tangling 
with enemy MIGs. 
They are members of the U.S. 
Air 
Force's 
476th 
Tactical 
Fighter 
Squadron 
and 
their 
speedy chariots are F104 Sky- 
fighters. 


“ We've sighed MIGs once or 
twice, but they wouldn't come 
near us." said Maj. Walter W. 
Irwin. Apple Valley. Calif. “ To 
the best of our knowledge, they 
were 
North 
Vietnamese, 
not 
Chinese.” 


The Blue Knights got a hurry- 
up call to speed here from their 
California base after two MIGs 
shot down two U.S. F105 Thun- 
derchief fighter bombers on a 
mission against North Vietnam­ 
ese targets early in April. 
Defending the fallen Thunder- 
chief 
pilots, 
Maj. 
Irwin 
re­ 
marked: “ It isn’t that the MIGs 
that got 
them 
were 
superior 
airplanes. 
The 
Thunderchiefs 
were 
loaded 
down 
with 
bom bs." 
On their arrival here April 19. 
the Blue Knights were assigned 


to keep the MIGs off U.S fight­ 
er bombers. 
They’ve done their job to per­ 
fection. 
“ There hasn't been a single 
plane of ours shot down by an 
enemy plane 
since we came 
over,” said Irwin. "Our striking 
forces 
nave 
been 
unmolested 
from the air.” 


Even so, the Blue Knights are 
a bit blue about the whole busi­ 
ness. 


They have spent about 1,500 
hours in the air on more than 
570 
sorties—every 
one 
to 
a 
North Vietnamese target area— 
and flown three-quarters of a 
million miles. 
But what most of them really 
want is to test themselves in 
combat against the enemy. So 
far the MIGs have refused to 
respond to the challenge. 
The pilots average age is 29 
to 20. At 42, Irwin, the opera­ 
tions officers, 
is 
the 
“ daddy 
rabbit" of the outfit. 
The 
Skyfighter 
pilots 
are 
proud of their plane. It flies at 
twice the speed of sound and 
carries two air-to-air Sidewind- 
' er missiles pliw a 20mm “ Ga­ 
tling gun” that can fire more 
than 4,000 rounds a minute.

Whenev er that p rop osed I^ake Erie-Ohio 


Riv er canal p roject comes up for discu s­ 
sion, which is less often than it was com* 


irg up a while back, this qu estion au to­ 


matically comes up too: 


Wouldn’t the money it would cost to 
ouilti and maintain the canal be better 
sp ent by p ay ing it out to ex isting ag encies 
of transp ortation now serv ing the land- 
lotkcd area which would benefit from the 
canal’s constru ction? 
There is no absence of railroads in this 
area. 


The 
absence 
is 
toll-free barg e trans­ 
p ortation If the railroads were free and 
esp ecially if the bu siness interests u sing 
the free rig ht of wav owned the rolling 
stock, the Lake Erie-Ohio Riv er canal 
would be forg otten and nev er mentioned 
ag ain. 


The ranal is not a n adap tation of a 
natu ral waterway , like the St. Lawrence 


seaway It would hav e to be bu ilt from 
scratch, ju st as if it were another ov er­ 
land railroad 
Constru ction costs on a thing like th it 
ate su bject to wild flu ctu ations of g u ess­ 
work but no one is g u essing less than a 
billion and some of the g u esses ru n to 
three times that mu ch. 


But canal serv ice would be free 
No 
toll would be charg ed. A landlocked area 
would hav e g ained the same adv antag e 
enjoy ed by water-serv ed areas at the et- 
p « nse of all other landlocked areas. 
Actu ally , if the idea Is to set u p p u blic 
ownership of a form of transp ortation, to 
g iv e one area an adv antag e ov er another, 
it would be cheap er for us tax p ay ers to 
buv railroads and g iv e free serv ice than 
bu ild a I« ake Erie-Ohio Riv er Canal. 
At least, if railroads had been socialized 
we could ride on them ou rselv es—and no 
one is claiming that benefit for the p ro­ 
p p ed canal.

HE IS HISTORY on the hoof.

The full resp onsibility for the 
loss of State Rou tes 14 and 62 
in Colu mbiana County to Ma­ 
honing Cou nty mu st be borne 
by Gov ernor Rhodes, the Plan­ 
ning Div ision of the State Hig h­ 
way Dep artm ent, State H i g h- 
way Director and ou r state re­ 
p resentativ e Clarence (Du tch) 
Wetzel, who did not ev en take 
time to attend the p u blic hear­ 
ing at West Branch S c h o o l 
Thu rsday . 
I do not believ e it necessary 
for me to im p ress up on these

cou nty . Withou t these factors, 
ou r cou nty will drop to a low­ 
er standing among the 8 8 cou n­ 
ties instead of among the top 
15 at p resent.

While sp eak- 
u n r t M 
ing ,

stance, at the g radu ation ex er­ 
cises of Catholic Univ ersity in 
Washing ton. Ju ne 6. the Presi­ 
dent ap p ealed to the "leaders ’ 
as well as to the “ p eop le" of 
the 
Commu nist 
cou ntries. He 
said: 
"Come now. let us reason to­ 
g ether. Our door is u nlatched. 
Ou r table is set. We are ready — 
we believ e mankind is ready 
with u s.” 
The ap p eals hav e not been 
answered. 
Mr. 
Johnson, ev i­ 
dently consciou s of the silence 
in the Commu nist world, men­ 
tioned this p u blicly on Ju ne 8 . 
At a ceremonial sig ning of a bill 
establishing a national institu te 
for the deaf, he said: 
"Sometimes 
it 
seems that 
dea ness is not simp ly an afflic­ 
tion of indiv idu als, but an afflic­ 
tion of nations as well.” 
The President at the s a m e 
time p ointed out 
that, 
while 
commu nications in sp ace are in­ 
stantaneou s. 
commu nications 
among nations hav e not kep t 
p ace. 
As a m atter of fact, commu n­ 
ication oetween p eop les is one 
of the most challeng ing p rob­ 
lems that faces the world today . 
On Ap ril 2 this corresp ondent 
wrote in one of his disp atches: 


“ ODDLY ENOUGH, the West, 
ern cou ntries hav e not realized 
that their most p owerful weap on 
today inv olv es commu nication— 
to p enetrate the cou ntries which 
hav e totalitarian g ov ernments 
and to make the p eoole realize 
how mu ch better their liv es 
would be if they had some of 
the 
conv eniences 
and 
ad­ 
v antag es enjoy ed by the p eop le 
in the free cou ntries. 
“ Millions of dollars are sp ent 
annu ally by Western cou ntries 
to broadcast news of p olitical 
sp eeches 
or 
hig hbrow arg u ­ 
ments 
abou t ideolog ical qu es­ 
tions, bu t the simp le facts of life 
are not hamm ered home to the 
p eop les behind the Iron Cu rtain. 
“ The contrast between the life 
of the av erag e citizen in Britain 
or France or West Germany or 
the United States and the life of 
the p eop le in the Sov iet Union 
has not been thorou g hly p u b­ 
licized to p oints behind the Iron 
Cu rtain.” 
Mr. Johnson has since g iv en 
p lain 
hints 
that 
the 
United 
States would be willing to join 
economic 
v entu res 
which 
would tru ly benefit the p eop le 
of the Sov iet Union if they had 
the kind of g ov ernment that 
was not a menace to world 
p eace. 


m any PERSONS will wonder 


whether

But when a President of the 
United States sp eaks, the radio 
carries 
the 
messag e 
ev ery ­ 
where and p ublic discu ssion is 
thereby initiated. It's by word- 
of-mouth commu nication 
that 
messag es of imp ortance to ev ­ 
ery nation are ev entu ally con­ 
v ey ed to the p eop ie e' en be 
hind the Iron Cu rtain 
Some of the thing s that Mr. 
Johnson has said now should be 
broadcast 
rep eatedly 
by the 
United States Information Ag en­ 
cy . Ex cerp ts from his sp eeches 
need to be read and re-read in 
the Sov iet Foreig n Office. For 
instance, President Johnson said 
on Ju ne ? in Chicag o: 
“No tru e Sov iet interest is g o. 
ing to be serv ed by the su p p ort 
of ag g ression or su bv ersion any ­ 
where in the world. We of the 
United States of America stand 
ready tonig ht as alw iy .> to g o 
with y ou onto the fields oi p eace 
— to p low new fu rrow^, to p lant 
new seed, to tend new g rowth - 
so that we and so that all man­ 
kind may some day share to­ 
g ether a new and a bountiful 
harv est of hap p iness and hop e 
on this earth.’’ 


MR. 
JOHNSON 
was. 
of 
cou rse, ex p ressing in p olice lan­ 
g u ag e a disag reement with the 
doctrines of international Com­ 
mu nism, often referred to as 
“C o m m u n i s t 
Imp erial* 
ism.” which holds that p eop les 
ou tside the Sov iet I nion mu st 
be made su bject to the dictates 
of Sov iet socialism. 
This has led to infiltration and 
intrig u e as well as ag g ression 
condu cted by Commu nist forces 
not only in Sou theast Asia bu t 
in Africa, Cu ba, the Dominican 
Rep u blic and other cou ntries in 
Latin America. 
The Sov iet Union needs to be 
reminded ag ain and ag ain that 
the United States stood by Ru s­ 
sia at a critical tu ne in its life 
— when, from 1941 to 1945, the 
military p ower of the United 
States was thrown into the bal­ 
ance and help ed to defeat Hit­ 
ler. who had already ov erru n a 
p ortion 
of the Sov iet 
Union, 
cau sing the loss of millions of 
Ru ssian liv es. 
Unfortu nately , the ap p eals for 
a g enu ine p eace which President 
Johnson has been making hav t 
thu s 
far 
ev oked no resp onse 
from the Kremlin Perhap s this 
is becau se the qu estion of how 
to rep ly has cau sed debate in­ 
side Commu nist p arty cou ncils. 


IT COUIJ)

of cou rse, 
that Ru ssia's internal situ ation 
does not p ermit the kind of re­ 
sp onse that ou g ht to be made, 
becau se there are factions in 
Moscow which want an e v e n 
more ag g ressiv e cou rse t h a n 
has been p u rsu ed by the Sov ­ 
iet g ov ernment. The instinctiv e
